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BILL INTRODUCED 
SEEKING SPEEDIER 


County Boards Would Be 
Required to Remain in 
Continuous Session 


Columbus, Feb. 20.—Speedier elec­ 
tion returns is the goal sought in the 
bill 
introduced 
by 
Representative 
Spidel, Montgomery County, chairman 
of the house elections commttee. 
The bill, drafted at the instance of 
Ohio Newspaper publishers and edi­ 
tors, require^ precinct election offi­ 
cials to remain in season from the 
time the polls close until all 
votes 
are counted and the result promptly 
transmitted by telegraph, or telephone 
to the county election boards. 
^County election boards, under the 
proposed law, will be required to re­ 
main In session until all precinct re­ 
turns are received and relayed with­ 
out delay to the secretary of state by 
telephone or telegraph. 
The bill seeks to empower the sec­ 
retary of state to remove any election 
official who fails to comply with the 
provisions of this proposed law. 
It is hoped by newspaper men that 
enactment of the proposed law will 
result in publication of complete un­ 
official election results not later thftn 
noon on the day after an election. 
Resolutions proposing amendments 
to the state constitution providing for 
a poll tax for roads, and permitting 
appointment of local tax assessors by 
the state tax commission were in­ 
troduced by 
Representatives 
Hilt, 
Meigs County, and Johnston, Rich­ 
land County, respectively. 
The Taft bill, limiting tax rates in 
municipalities and rural districts 
is 
scheduled to come up for passage 
February 27. 
Among new bills introduced this 
week are those seeking to regulate 
dealers in revolvers and pistols; re­ 
lieve fanners from burdensome as­

contraction; 
authorize the state welfare director to 
establish colonies of feeble minded, 
to be cared for outside of institutions;

THE CH AM BER OF COMMERCE 
OF THE UNITED STATES 
URGES PASSAGE OF THE SHIP SUBSIDY BILL. 


A saving of $20,OOO,OOO a year m ight be effected by the gov­ 
ernm ent through the enactment of the ship subsidy bill, Elliot 
H. Goodwin, resident vice president of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the United States, w rites in an article in the current 
number of The N ation's Business. 
It is pointed out by Mr. Goodwin th at it cost the Government 
last year approximately $50,000,000 to operate only part of its 
merchant fleet, and the estimted deficit for the coming year will 
be equallv as large. He then asks: 
“Do we wish to continue this 
process to pay the annual deficit rath er than to take thirty mil­ 
lions instead of fifty millions from the taxpayers in order to make 
it possible to place this fleet in the hands of private owners, taking 
it from under government control and giving the Amercia m er­ 
chant marine a chance to exist as all other American industries ? 
‘ The opponent of ship subsidy’ he continues, will rest his a r­ 
gument on the ground th at it is wmong for the government to use 
the taxpayers’ money to advance a private industry. 
Is it more 
wrong to take this money to advance the industry under the ad­ 
vantages of private control than to take a larger am ount to m ain­ 
tain this industry. 
Is this the first or outstanding instance of 
government subsidy to private industry in the public interest? 
How about the millions expended by the Government for the de­ 
velopment of our railroads by private companies, creating th a t 
vast network of communications which alone enabled this country 
to reach its present stage of development and upon which today 


qui* prosperity in every line depends? How about our laws of long 
standing excluding foreign vessels from the coastwise trade for 
the sole purpose of allowing American private owners to operate 
fleets ? 
If the bill fails to pass, we then go back to where w<e were in 
1914 
to the position which we occupied from the close of the 
Civil W ar until the World W ar—a great nation producing goods 
far in excess of its own ability to consume, dependent upon other 
nations in times of peace and in tim es of crisis for th at prosper­ 
ity which depends upon the export trade, and without vessels 
esFential to support our navy in case of war. 
“This is the crisis that the people of Amercia, and particu­ 
larly its business men, m ust face and face quickly, or else be 
found derelict when the time of emergency comes, as no one 
can say it will not come." 
Immediate passage of the Shipping Bill by the Senate was 
urged in a resolution unanimously adopted by the National Mer­ 
chant Marine Association at the m eeting in W ashington, about 
ten days ago, as a step “absolutely vital to win and to hold ade­ 
quate m arkets for the products of our farm s and factories and 
to guarantee the national defen se.” 
Provisions of the Shipping Bill were discussed at consider­ 
able length before the annual convention, which was attended by 
representatives of 150 national commercial organizations and 
associations in Middle-Western and Southern States. 
Speaking of the hostility to the world “subsidy” in one of his 
messages on this subject, President Harding said: 
“If Gov­ 
ernm ent aid is a fair term —and I think it is— to apply to author­ 
izations aggregating $75,000,000 to promote good roads for 
m arket highways, it is equally fit to be applied to the establish­ 
ment and maintenance of American m arket highways 
on 
the 
.salted seas. 
If Government aid is the proper designation for fif­ 
teen to forty millions annually expended to improve and m aintain 
inland waterways in aid of commerce, it is a proper designation 
for a needed assistance to establish and m aintain ocean high­ 
ways where there is actual commerce to be carried.”

Columbus, Feb. 20.—Speedier elec­ 
tion returns is the goal sought in the 
bill 
introduced 
by 
Representative 
Spidel, Montgomery County, chairman 
of the house elections commttee. 
The bill, drafted at the instance of 
Ohio Newspaper publishers and edi­ 
tors, require® precinct election offi­ 
cials to remain in season from the 
time the polls close until all 
votes 
are counted and the result promptly 
transm itted by telegraph, or telephone 
to the county election boards. 
^County election boards, under the 
proposed law, will be required to re­ 
main in session until all precinct, re­ 
turns are received and relayed with­ 
out delay to the secretary of state by 
telephone or telegraph. 
The bill seeks to empower the sec­ 
retary of state to remove any election 
official who fails to comply with the 
provisions of this proposed law. 
It is hoped by newspaper men that 
enactm ent of the proposed law will 
result in publication of complete un­ 
official election results not later thftn 
noon on the day after an election. 
Resolutions proposing amendments 
to the state constitution providing for 
a poll tax for roads, and permitting 
appointm ent of local tax assessors by 
the state tax commission were in­
